CURRENT INFORMATION ON PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION SERVICE TO THE IN- 
STALLATION. 

G. BY 1 NOVEMBER# 1979, IMPLEMENT AN EFFECTIVE DETERRENT AGAINST
